Talk of London. 


STOPPING THE FIGHT. 


HE energetic protests of Mr. Labouchere 
and of Sir William Harcourt in the House 
of Commons last. Monday against. the 
forcible proceedings of the International 

Police Fleet off Canea on Sunday were, at the 
first blush, apparently called for by the national 
sympathy, which is ever evoked by an oppressed 
community struggling steadfastly and heroically 
for freedom. But second thoughts, proverbially 
best, led one to question the justice and fairness, 
and at least the generosity, of the attack upon a 
Prime Minister who has laboured so hard and 
successfully to maintain the ‘‘concert of Europe““ 
intact as regards the eternal Eastern Question. 
Occupying the highest position a subject of the 
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Queen can fill, and discharging the most anxious 
and responsible and burdensome duties of his 
exalted office with a conscientiousness and care- 
fulness deserving the deepest gratitude of the 
nation — especially at a supremely important 
crisis—the Marquis of Salisbury merits really 
the warmest admiration. The powerful states- 
man who doubles the parts of Premier and of 
Foreign Secretary is the Constable of Europe 
at this junctmre. The Policeman’s lot is“ not a 
happy one,“ either on tke home-beat or on 
the deep and troubled waters of European 
politics. Like the plucky Vicar of St. John’s, 
the Rev. J. Haworth, who on Sunday evening 
courageously went to the aid of a Birmingham 
peeler hard pressed by one of those. ruffians 
who infest big cities, and helped to arrest the 
scoundrel, and so restored the peace, Lord 
Salisbury, metaphorically speaking, assisted in 
parting the Cretan and Turkish combatants near 
Canea on Sunday afternoon. At any rate, by 
the united war-ships’ shelling of the ground 
between the belligerents, fighting was stopped 
for the time being, and, a week’s armistice 
agreed to; thereby preparing the way for the 
hopeful issue the Prime Minister and Mr. Balfour 
have heralded—the termination of the lament- 
able slaughter of the Christian and Mussulman 
inhabitants of Crete, and the fair promise of 
benignant autonomy, free from the misrule of 
„So mote it be!” 


The Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 


Another tentative programme for the Royal 
procession in June was formulated in the dailies 
on Mre:day. But next morning came an official 


Court communication to the effect that the 
“various announcements which have recently 
been published regarding a programme of the 
Commemoration ceremonies next June are quite 
unauthorised, as nothing has been definitely 
decided upon.” Whatever form the public cele- 
bration of the great historic event may actually 
take, it is to be hoped that the route of the 
Royal procession through London will be widely 
extended, to allow as large a number of people 
as possible to see the revered face of our beloved 
Sovereign. 
Marriage of Miss Maude Millett and 
Captain H. L. Tennant. 


St. Peter's Church, Cranley Gardens, S. W., 
was on Tuesday last the scene of one of the 
prettiest and most interesting weddings which 
has been witnessed in town for some time. The 
beautiful bride was Miss Maude Millett, daughter 
of the late Colonel Hugh Ley Millett; and one 
of our most charming and popular actresses, and 
the handsome bridegroom was Captain Henry 
Lancelot Tennant, of the Royal Artillery, son of 
Major-General Tennant of Belvedere, Weymouth. 
The bride, as one of the brightest, fairest, and 
best of our comédiennes, and as one of the 
most estimable gentlewomen on the stage, is 
a favourite throughout the kingdom, and de- 
servedly so.

Miss Evelyn Lovett Marshall-West, the bride’s 
step-sister, and Miss Dorothy Maude Edwards, 
her cousin. These young ladies wore very pic- 
turesque costumes of pink silk veiled with ivory 
silk crépon and large white picture-hats covered 
with plumes, and they carried shower bouquets 
of pink anemones and lilies-of- the- valley.

In 1865 he 
settled as a teacher in Edinburgh; but devoted

| with a classic cantata, ‘‘Jason.’? In 1883 his 
grand opera “ Colomba was magnificently 
produced by the Carl Rosa Company at Drury 
| Lane with great success. This was followed by 
| another grand opera, ‘‘ The Troubadour.“ Sir 
A. C. Mackenzie has written an earlier comic 
opera, but it has not been produced. He has 
| also composed two Scottish rhapsodies for the 
orchestra, besides overtures, chamber music and 
a host of vocal and instrumental works, sacred 
music, etc. He has greatly advanced the fame 
of the Royal Academy of Music, where he 
is very popular with professors and students. 


The New Savoy Opera. 


His Majesty; or, The Court of Vingolia,“ the 
melodious comic opera composed by Sir A. C.

Pheasant-Farming. 


IS the right time, just now, to 
begin pheasant-farming. The 


great question for my readers 
is — does it pay? Let me 
give a few facts. Pheasants 


are greatly in demand every 
autumn and winter to turn 
down for shooting. More money 
is spent over the sport of 
shooting pheasants than is spent 
by all the people who purchase 
pheasants to eat. It may be 
estimated that every pheasant 
reared for the shooting costs 
10s. Pheasants do not average 
more than 3s. each in the 
markets the year round. It thus 
appears that each shot that kills 
one of these birds costs the 
shooter or somebody else 7s. 
There are thousands of shoot- 
ings in this country, where 
thousands of pheasants that 
have been reared for shooting 
are shot every winter. I said 
thousands. Multiply 1000 by 
1000 and it gives 1,000,000. A million does not nearly 
approach i 
The Number of Pheasants’ Eggs 


| that are produced and sold for hatching birds to shoot. 

One pheasant farm I can name -und I know of scores of 
| them—has raised and sold as many as 60,000 eggs, and has 
| taken as much as £2500 for that number in one season. 

Now, let us estimate that every hen pheasant kept produces 

twenty-five eggs, and that the eggs produced average nine- 
pence each. et us book the fact that not half the 
eee eggs sold bring forth birds that arrive at

rear. In rearing and keeping pheasants, a suitable position 
for the runs is a first consideration. The sketch I give above 
| is one of part of a range of pheasant-runs I myself had the 
task of erecting. The site is on the margin of a dwarfiy 
wooded (oak and underscrub) covert that is bounded by 
a quick-set hedge, below which runs a tiny brook. It 
faces south-east, and so catches the morning sun. The 
grass on the margins of the brook, the screening hedge- 
| row, the running stream, and the trees all combine to make 
this site a most delectable one for pheasants. They are 
| shy, wild birds. They are continually on the trapse”’ 
up and down, and they never become tame enough 
to come out from their screens and eat out of one’s hand. 
The runs I have sketched meet their 3 well; 
each run is 15 ft. wide by 45 ft. long. In front of the runs 
at the bottom of the wire-netting is a continuous length of 
sheets of galvanised roofing iron, 2 ft. high. All around 
the runs the netting (2-inch mesh wire) reaches up 8 ft. or 
| 9ft. Each run is entered from the adjoining ones by a 
| gate, which is placed near the back fence; and each run 
| has a gate into it, opening from the field in front. In each 
| run are kept five hen pheasants and one cock, and there 
are fifty runs in the whole length.

The Princess 
of Wales, P neess Victoria of Wales, and the Duke of 
York were ent on Monday evening at the performance 
of “ Black i, d Susan,” revived so brilliantly and success- 
fully at the Adelphi Theatre. 


The German 9 was at the beginning of the 
week, we were sorry to learn, suffering from a boil on his 
knee, and consequently his stay in Hubertusstock was 
prolonged. The fancy dress ball which was to take place 
on Wednesday has been postponed till Saturday. 


Accident to Lord Brassey.—We learn with regret 
from Melbourne that Lord Brassey, the Governor, was 
thrown from his horse last Monday while riding in Albert 
Park, and broke his collar-bone. His head and face were 
badly bruised. 


Mr. Gladstone is greatly enjoying his stay at 
Cannes. 


The Naval Demonstration at Canea last 
Sunday led to a lively remonstrance in the House of 
Commons by Mr. Labouchere, who moved the adjournment 
in order to protest against the shelling of the Cretans’ 
position. In answering him and Mr. Dillon, Mr. Balfour 
explained that the Cretans had themselves occasioned the 
naval intervention, but foreshadowed the end of the 
Ottoman rule in the Island of Crete—a happy announce- 
ment that was virtually echoed by M. Hanotaux in the 
French Assembly, and supported by what Baron Marschall 
said the same day in the Reichstag. Sir William Harcourt 
eatechised the Government strongly on the bombardment 
in the Commons, and was forcibly replied to by Mr. Goschen, 
who reduced the affair to its proper proportions. 


The Capture of Voukoulies by the Greeks 
and Cretans, under Colonel Vassos. The Daily 
News Special Commissioner with the Greek troops in Crete 
made the English-reading public his debtors by his prompt 
war despatches. Writing from Cansa, on Saturday, Feb. 20, 
he said:“ The following are the full detailsf the fighting in 
the hills behind Canea during the past few days: On Wednes- 
day Colonel Vassos decided to attack the Turkish position 
at Voukoulies. At two in the afternoon he despatched 
Major Constantinidis with a force of three hundred 
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infantry, with artillery and two mountain guns, and 
nearly two thousand Cretans. This force encamped for 
the night at Gavalomouri, a mile and a half from 
Voukoulies, from which it is separated by three ravines. 
At dawn the troops took up a position in the valley with the 
artillery on the heights above, the Cretans surrounding 
Voukoulies in a circle, which, however, was not complete. 
The commander then summoned the Turks to surrender. 
As I have already telegraphed, the Bimbashi refused. 
Thereupon, at eight o’clock, the artillery opened fire. The 
Turkish position is a small fort flanked at the corners 
wi e redoubts. The garrison consisted of about three 
hundred soldiers, with Bashi-Bazouks whose number was 
unknown. The first shot toid, knocking a hole in the 
upper works of the fort. After eight rounds, the position 
of the guns was changed to a height fourteen hundred 

ards from the fort, where the fire brought a reply of 


eavy rifle practice. After thirty-eight shells the Greeks 
found that by an error they had no more ammunition. It 


was then noon. Hitherto they had only one casualty, a 
lieutenant of the Greek regulars being severely wounded. 
The Cretans suffered heavily by their own fault. Major 
Constantinidis had given orders that there should be no 
musketry fire till the artillery work was done and the 
signal given. This order the Cretans disregarded, main- 
taining a furious and foolish fire throughout the morning, 
advancing to within a hundred yards of the redoubts, 
and wasting some fifty thousand cartridges, and losing 
thirty men. The Turks fired splendidly, wasting few 
bullets. Messengers were sent to Platania for ammu- 
nition, which arrived at night with a further battery of 
four guns. The Cretans maintained a desultory fire, the 
Turks replying till sundown. At night the Cretans sur- 
rounding the fort, disobeyed orders, and dispersed in 
search of food. The Turks, profiting by this, evacuated 
their position, and supper through, making in the direc- 
tion of Canea. On Friday the guns had hoes placed in 
position, and the firing was about to begin at dawn 
when the gunners saw Cretans mount the parapet, and 
plant the Greek flag on the walls. This was the first 
intimation that the Turks had gone. The Greek troops 
now occupied the fort. They found several graves, twelve 
bodies in the well, and twenty unburied dead. The Turkish 
killed are estimated at fifty, some being Bashi-Bazouks... . 
The Turks took up positions on the heights, thus forcing 
the Greek enemy to fight up to them. The young Greek 
soldiers fought admirably. They droye the Turks from 
one position. after another, capturing first the Tower of 
Ayah, then the Tower of Monkundro, and finally the 
barracks of Livadia, which were burned about five o'clock,” 


To Explain the Shelling by the War-Ships of 
the Heights near Canea, it should be stated that 
Admiral nivaro, acting on behalf of the combined 
squadrons, only last week sent to the Greek Consul at 
Canea a communication informing him that the object 
of the Powers in occupying the ports of Canea, Retimo, 
Candia, and Sitia was to promote a settlement of the 
question without bloodshed. The Note, therefore 
apprised the Consul that any attack on the part of 
either. the Turks or, Christians against the four towns 
would be repelled by the united forces of the Powers. 
The five Admirals of the International Fleet last Saturday 
proceeded in the Dryad to Platania to repeat the foregoing 


* re 


notice to the Greek Colonel. The Daily News Special 
Commissioner informed us that “Colonel Vassos replied 
that he had no intention of attacking Canea or the flags of 
the five European Powers. He would remain on the defen- 
sive unless attacked. To-day (Sunday, Feb. 21), however, 
smart firing took place in the hills east of Canea. The Cretan 
combatants were easily seen from the ships. The Turkish 
reply was feeble, and it was obvious that the Turks must 
abandon their positions if pressed. Their gun practice 
from the redoubt on the outer lines was a ludicrous 
performance. The chief Cretan position was a hamlet 
on a ridge of hills some four thousand yards from the 
flag-ship, and where for some days past the Greek flag 
has been hoisted. At 4.30 this (Sunday) afternoon signals 
were made to the Dryad, Harrier, and Revenge, and 
also to one Italian, one German, and one Russian ship 
to open fire on the Cretan position. This was done. The 
British ships fired some forty shells, making with the 
others about seventy in all, at the village and ruined house 
which were held by the Cretans. The was soon hauled 
down. ‘Cease fire’ was sounded after ten minutes. 
Thereupon the flag was again hoisted. The rocks round 
the position were crowded with Cretans. The Turks, 
encouraged by the fleets, now opened a lively fusilade while 
the Cretans were carrying off their wounded. The Cretans 
made no reply.“ Athens was much excited by the news. 
But we learnt with satisfaction, through Reuter’s Canea 
agent, on Monday night, that the Consuls of Great 
Britain, Italy, and Russia had proposed to the belligerents 
at Selinos a seven days’ armistice, which had finally been 
accepted by the Mussulmans and the Christians.“ 


The German Ironclad “ Kaiserin Augusta? 
arrived at Canea last Sunday, and landed sixty marines to 
join in the European occupation, She also took part in 
the shelling operation. 


The List of British Killed and Wounded in 
the Advance to Benin (the capture of which is 
recorded on another page) will be read with grief in many an 
English home. At Gwato, on Feb. 10, Captain O’ Callaghan 
was incommand of the naval force. e enemy made a 
stubborn resistance for about twenty minutes. The firing

Lieutenant and Commander Charles 
Edward Pritchard, of H.M.S. Alecto, the gallant officer who 
was killed at Sapoba, joined the Navy as a Cadet in 
August 1868. He became Midshipman in 1869, sub- 
Lieutenant in 1873, and Lieutenant in 1880. He was well

Greeks 
mustered in strong numbers. The lecturer said: The history of Crete is the history of its insurrections against Turkey. This is the tenth insurrection. The first one, which took place in 1770, was instigated by Catherine of 
Russia, who wished the island to return to Greece. Times are changed. Russia is now joining the other Powers in stopping the effort of a brave people endeavouring to recover what is theirs. This is what they call the 
traditional policy of the Empire of Muscovy. It was the Conference of London of 1830 that guaranteed the Sultan the possession of Crete. This did not prevent the Cretans from revolting again. The revolt of 1866 was followed by 
eruel repression. Reforms, however, were promised by the Porte. Naturally the only way they were carried out was by massacring more Cretans. There was again a revolt in 1886. France refused to join the Powers who wished to 
imterfere against Greece. The ideas of the French Government have somewhat altered since then. The island receives a new Constitution in 1896. It is followed by the usual massacres, but this time the cup was overflowing. Cretans 
and Greeks, united by a common hatréd of the oppressor, have resolved to win or die. The Cretans wish to be free and to give themselves freely to their mother country.“

Tum little band, less than 1000 in all, Spartans 
and Thespians, on the day of Thermopyle, made 
their last stand on a hillock behind the wall 
of the Pass. There they fought—some with 
Swords, some with daggers, some with hands 
and teeth. When the sun went down not one 
living man remained. ` There was only a mound 
of slain, bristling with Persian arrows. Yet 
20,000 of the enemy had first been killed by 
that handful of Greeks.
